Career of H arry C. Pulliam, Late N a ­ 
tional League President. 
H arry Clay Pulliam, president of the 
National League of Professional Base­ 
ball Clubs, who recently died in New 
York by shooting himself, was born in 
Scottsville, Ky., thirty-nine years ago, 
and soon after finishing his college 
course he went to Louisville to tak e 
up newspaper work . 
He served part 
of tlie time in the capacity of city 
editor, but was also interested in base­ 
ball. 
In 1S0S he resigned as city ed­ 
itor of the Louisville Commercial to 
accept the presidency of the Louisville 
elub. 
Prior to that he had served a 
year in the Kentuck y legislature. 
In Louisville Pulliam formed the ac­ 
quaintance of Barney Dreyfuss. now 
the owner of the Pittsburg club. They 
were associated in baseball for a num­ 
ber of years in Louisville and Pitts­ 
burg. 
Dreyfuss became president of 
the Louisville club, and Pulliam be­ 
came 
his 
secretary 
and 
treasurer. 
When Dreyfuss got hold of the Pitts­ 
burg elub and transferred his players 
there he took Pulliam with him. 
One of Pulliam’s greatest “discov­ 
eries” in baseball was finding Hans 
Wagner, the best player in the game 
today. 
W agner was playing in Pater­ 
son, N. J., at the time, and Pulliam 
went there on the recommendation of 
a friend and look ed Wagner over. He 
sigued him to a contract and took him 
to Louisville. 
Pulliam stayed with the Pittsburg 
club until 1902. when he was elected 
president of the National league, suc­ 
ceeding N. E. Young. 
About the time 
of his accession to the presidency 
peace was brought about between the 
National 
league and 
the American 
league, which had been at war. 
Pulliam proved to be an energetic 
official for the National league and 
with considerable executive ability. 
During his regime many vexatious 
problems have arisen, and he always 
was active and conscientious in dealing 
with such matters. 
He was anything 
but a figurehead president. 
One of 
the hardest problems he had to deal 
with was the famous New York -Chl- 
cago game of last year, which ended 
in a row at the Polo grounds in New 
York and was afterw ard played over 
on the order of the board of directors. 
Once or twice efforts were made at 
the league annual meetings to oust Pul­ 
liam from the presidency, his adminis­ 
tration not suiting ail hands, but he 
had too strong support among the mag­ 
nates, and the oppositon to him dwin­ 
dled away. 
He was high strung and 
plain spok en, but im partial, and his 
honesty of purpose always has been 
recognized. 
While he was in office the National 
league came to eujoy greater prosper­ 
ity than it ever had before, the exist­ 
ence of two big leagues operating un­ 
der a peace compact being partly re­ 
sponsible for the prosperity. 
Some of 
it, however, was due to his own efforts 
for the welfare of the game. 
He al­ 
ways had been a stick ler for having 
his umpires treated with the respect 
he considered was due them and stuck 
to his umpires through thick and thin. 


W i t h M essage For the President Hopes 
to Mak e New Saddle Record. 
With the greeting and invitation 
from thousands of Texans to Presi­ 
dent Taft safely ruck ed away aud iu 
full cowboy regalia. Ed S O’Reilly, ed­ 
itor of the San Autouio Light and Ga­ 
zette, bade adieu to more than 5.000 
enthusiastic ¡>an Antonians the other 
afternoon en route to Washington. The 
start was made from in front of the 
historic Alamo in San Antonio. 
To ride :o Washington with an in­ 
vitation for President Taft was an 
idea that impressed Mr. O’Reilly fa­ 
vorably as soou as it had been con­ 
ceived That the task might prove too 
much for him or his steed troubled 
him little. If Mr. O’Reilly has to mak e 
forty miles a day for the entire trip 
he will mak e them.

When the con d uctor of the train at­ 
tempted to in terfere with the robbers’ 
plan s he was shot in the han d an d the 
bold ban d it succeed ed in makin g good 
his escape. In the d arkn ess, however, 
he mistook a bag con tain in g 10,000 
n ew Lin coln pen n ies for gold coin an d 
s'aggered away with it. leavin g the 
real gold bullion to be recovered by 
the railroad ers. 
Con d uctor I. R. Poffen berger of Har­ 
risburg, Pa., who came up while this 
wcrk was bein g accomplished , was 
ord ered back by the ban d it, who emp­ 
tied on e of his revolvers at him, on e 
of the shots pen etratin g his han d an d 
the others grazin g his bod y. 
Despite the appearan ce of three pas­ 
sen gers who had been awaken ed by 
the shootin g, the robber calmly or­ 
d ered the crew back on the train an d 
compelled them to steam away, leav­ 
in g the bullion besid e the track. 
It 
was recovered later by a posse sen t 
on a special train . 
When the train 
was leavin g, he called out: 
“Good by 
an d good luck; I hope to see you 
again .” 
It was reported that in ad d ition to 
the missin g pen n ies, several thousan d 
d ollars in curren cy was missin g, but 
the ex press compan y officials refuse to 
an n ouuce the ex act amoun t of their 
loss. 
When the n ews of the robbery 
reached the railroad an d ex press com­ 
pan y officials they were d eeply con ­ 
cern ed at its bold n ess an d immed iate­ 
ly ord ered every available d etective 
from tbe east an d west to the scen e 
in an effort to capture the robber. 
Blood houn d s were also put on his 
track, but n o trace of the man has 
beeu foun d .
